First Stakes Victory 

For Trainer And Colt 


Maryland’s newest stallion to sire a stakes 
winner is Bluie West who stands at his owner’s 
325-acre Anne Arundel county farm. 

Bluie West, a son of Our Ek>ots, is the sire 
of Might Is Right, winner of the $10,000 
Prince George’s Stakes at Bowie on March 29. 

Little known even in Southern Maryland, 
Bluie West was purchased by his owner, W. 
Taylor Leatherbury, as a yearling. Leatherbury 
paid $4,600 for the colt in 1952. 

Only a moderate runner, Bluie West raced 
three seasons and earned $10,340. 

Leatherbury, whose farm is near Sudley, Md., 
is a well driller and former county commission¬ 
er. 

His six-horse racing stable is trained by his 
28-year-old son. King. A graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland (1956), King Leather¬ 
bury, an only child, has been training since 
1958. 

Modest and self-effacing, the young train¬ 
er credits the quality of his father’s horses to 
'good land and good grass.” He cites his rider, 
Marion Haycock, as his best instructor. 

"With Haycock around the barn,” said King, 
”I can’t make any serious mistake. I’m still 
green as grass. I win races because I’ve got 
hard-running horses.” 

Of Bluie West, King Leatherbury says: ”He 
had all the speed in the world when he was 
running, but he had something wrong with 
his wind. He wound up his career at Marl¬ 
boro.” 

Bred only to a small number of mares, Bluie 
West has had limited opportunity as a stallion. 
”His first foals didn’t look like much,” says 
King, ”but now with Might Is Right turn¬ 


ing out so well we think a lot more of him.” 

In addition to Bluie West, the Leatherbury 
farm houses six broodmares, three foals, four 
yearlings and the young stallion Eastern Fly¬ 
way who will be returned to training after 
having been bred this spring to some of the 
Leatherbury mares. 

Elgeoan, dam of Might Is Right, was also 
bought by Leatherbury as a yearling. Her name 
was derived from a contraction of the names of 
Ellen, George and Ann—three of Leatherbury’s 
friends.

Old magazines are all over my house, and 
I’m not about to get rid of them. 

They don’t hurt anybody; they don’t make 
any noise, and they’re real good at catching 
dust. 

Sometimes they even come in handy. 

Especially if you happen to be a neophyte 
editor of The Maryland Horse. 

If you’ve got a big pile of the old orange- 
covered magazines, you can make out like 
you’re a racing secretary. Just go back 25 years, 
pick out a story and change the dates. 

The oldest Maryland Horse I could find in 
my basement was August, 1936. Airflame was 
on the cover. Officers of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association were listed above the 
photograph. 

They were: 

Chester F. Hockley, president; Robert S. 
Castle, first vice-president; Dr. J. Fred Adams, 
second vice-president, and Charles W. Wil¬ 
liams, secretary-treasurer. 

There didn’t seem to be anything too per¬ 
tinent to the 1961 scene in that particular issue 
(there must be some races which even drop 
from condition books), but finally I struck 
gold. 

It was the August, 1938, issue. 

Richard K. Mellon’s Toolbox was on the 
cover with J. H. V. Davis up. 

There were a lot of stallions advertised. 

Sagamore Farm had Discovery, Identify and 
Tedious. Worthington Farms stood Canter 
(’’apply to Frank A. Bonsai Jr., mgr.”) and 
Major Goss L. Stryker was advertising Sun 
Circle. Country Life Farm had Ladkin, High 
Strung, Crack Brigade and * Alfred The Great. 
Janon Fisher Jr. was standing Grey Coat, Wave 
On and Swashbuckler. 

The Cumberland track ran an advertisement 
which read: ’’Racing at an entirely rebuilt plant 
with new track and new clubhouse.” 

Havre de Grace’s ad said: ’’Seven races 
daily. No purse less than $1,000.” 

Then, on Page 12, I ran across a letter which 
gave me pause. It was addressed to Maryland’s 
four mile tracks (Pimlico, Laurel, Bowie and 
Havre de Grace) and it was signed by Jervis 
Spencer Jr., chairman of the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

In this present era of 12 per cent mutuel 
take (seven to the tracks, five to the State), I 
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found Mr. Spencer’s words refreshing. Maybe 
it is not yet too late for some of his logic to 
rub off on us. 

The letter read: 

The Maryland Racing Commission has carefully 
considered your petition for an increase in the charge 
imposed by the mutuel department, the increase re¬ 
quested being one percent, making the total charge 
of eight and one^half percent, including the one per¬ 
cent paid to the State of Maryland as a tax. 

It is realized by the Commission that the charge 
in Maryland for this mutuel service is less as a rule 
than the charge imposed elsewhere, but we are very 
firmly of the opinion that an increase in the cost will 
be offset in some measure by a decrease in the busi¬ 
ness transacted through the mutuels. 

However, it is reasonably certain that an increase 
in percentage will provide some additional revenue to 
the tracks, even though the amount will not, in all 
probability, be in proportion to the added charge. 
This increase in funds is desirable provided it is used 
in improving the quality of racing the tracks offer 
the public, and in improving facilities for the com¬ 
fort and convenience of the general public, the work¬ 
ing force employed on the tracks and the horsemen 
who contribute so much to the success of any meet¬ 
ing. 

Since the law leaves to the tracks all authority in 
respect to operations, confining the Commission to 
supervision, it may not be appropriate to the occasion 
to designate in detail the method by which horses of 
a calibre superior to the kind now racing here, may 
be induced to come to Maryland, but it can be said 
that the presence on Maryland tracks of a reasonable 
number of horses varying in value from $3,500 to 
$7,500 would open the way for carding many more 
graded handicaps, something it is rather difficult to 
accomplish with horses of cheaper quality, but some¬ 
thing the commission has always favored. 

In the matter of improvements, much remains to 
be done in providing lighting and other conveniences 
for horsemen about the stables; and, generally, in do¬ 
ing many of the things that the Commission has 
desired, and in some instances asked to have done in 
the past, but the doing of which has been postponed 
because of the lack of available funds. 

The Commission has long desired the major tracks 
to contribute to the improvement of agriculture and 
animal industry in Maryland by assisting the fairs 
in putting on exhibits that would meet with the 
approval of the various organizations interested in a 
variety of agricultural pursuits. Some years ago three 
of the tracks did make such a contribution but the 
Attorney General ruled at that time money so dis-

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Bowie And Laurel 

Stakes Race Results

Chesapeake Stakes 

Before he entered stud in 1949 and added 
to his fame as sire of such cracks as Swoon’s 
Son, Boston Doge and Dogoon, Pentagon 
Stable’s The Doge was a hard-knocking handi- 
capper in Frank A. (Downey) Bonsai’s public 
stable. The Laurel course was his metier, he 
having won such as the Capitol Handicap and 
the Laurel Stakes over the track later to be¬ 
come famed as the home in the Washington 
(D. C.) International. 

Apparently, The Doge has passed on his 
affinity for the Laurel track to his son, Orleans 
Doge, which won the Chesapeake Stakes, April 
15. So lightly regarded off his Fair Grounds 
form that he was allowed to go off at 15 to 1 
in a prep for the Chesapeake, the 3-year-old 
picked up a few backers when he won that 
seven-furlong trial in come-from-behind style. 
In the Chesapeake, he was second choice to 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Ring Around, which 
disappointed at even money. 

Joe Culmone took Mrs. Mabel McCabe’s 


stakes-winning Scotch Bull to the front in a 
dizzy catch-me-if-you-can game—and very 
nearly made good in his brash attempt. Scotch 
Bull opened up by six lengths or more, and the 
late runners were hard-pressed to haul down 
his ensign. Only one—Orleans Doge—proved 
capable, however. 

The winner came from next-to-last to catch 
the flagging |>acesetter and post a length-and- 
a-quarter victory. Hill-N-Dale’s improved 
Polarity closed fairly well to be third, a half- 
length in front of Ring Around. The latter, 
in close quarters briefly, failed to threaten 
seriously thereafter, probably costing him a 
trip to Louisville and the Kentucky Derby. 
He was more likely to be seen in Laurel’s 
Maryland Derby, May 3. 

Owned by Ben Weiner, of New Orleans, 
Orleans Doge was bred in Kentucky by War¬ 
ner L. Jones, Jr. The colt is out of the *Goya II

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No Ankle, No Pain, 

Say The Surgeons 


During the past six months two doctors from 
Johns Hopkins and a Glyndon veterinarian 
have collaborated on a unique operation aimed 
at restoring to racing soundness horses crippled 
with osselet and ring bone ailments. 

Dr. Irvin W. Frock, the veterinarian, has 
used his 184-acre Carroll county farm as the 
hospital, and the operating room was nothing 
more nor less than a pasture field. 

Three horses—Roman Count, Supreme Joy 
and Mr. T. Z.—have undergone the operation 
performed by Dr. Robert Milch, a resident in 
orthopedics at Hopkins. Dr. George Burke has 
handled the X-Ray portion of the project. 

Theory of the operation is simple: the ailing 
joint (ankle or pastern) is eliminated by en¬ 
couraging growth of bone in the troubled area. 

This leaves the patient with a locked ankle 
or pastern joint, but he no longer experiences 
pain. 

The question, of course, which has yet to be 
answered regards the patient’s subsequent rac¬ 
ing ability. Can he win with a completely 
locked ankle or pastern joint.^ 

Dr. Frock believes that he can. In fact, he 
says many horses racing and winning today 
have, because of injury, lost all flexibility in an 
ankle or pastern joint. 

Although none of the three f)aticnts is yet 
sound enough to train, the doctors who teamed 
up for the operations feel that the surgery was, 
in each case, a success. Roman Count and 
Supreme Joy have locked ankles which, accord¬ 
ing to recent X-Rays, are as solid as one con¬ 
tinuous piece of bone. Mr. T. Z., a hopeless 
cripple since he was three months old, had his 
trouble in a hind leg, and, in his case, a pastern 
joint was eliminated. 

The surgical technique is this: 

The horse is anethestized by Dr. Frock. Then 
Dr. Milch picks up his scalpel and opens the 
injured joint. Here he scrapes away flakes of 
bone (previously determined by Dr. Burke’s 
X-Rays) and chips off a piece of bone for fur¬ 
ther treatment. 

The bone chip is chopped into smaller frag¬ 
ments, then packed into the joint. 

The bone chips encourage growth of the 
surrounding bones, and, eventually, the bones 
above and below the joint grow together, form¬ 
ing one solid bone. 

Said Dr. Burke: *'Once we finish the opera¬ 


tion there’s no such thing as a joint.” 

When the operation is completed the horse’s 
leg is placed in a plaster cast. 

The cast is kept on twelve weeks. During 
this time the horse is not let out of his stall. 

After the three-month waiting period is 
ended, the cast is removed and the horse turned 
out. Both Roman Count and Supreme Joy 
were able to run and buck when they gained 
their freedom, and yet before the operation 
both were so lame they could scarcely walk. 

But the real test will, of course, be the race 
track. If horses can win without bending their 
pasterns or their ankles then the surgery will 
have been successful. 

Says Dr. Frock: ‘I’m 99 per cent convinced 
that this operation will be a success on horses 
with high ringbone. I’m optimistic about osse- 
lets, but I can’t be sure until we get the horses 
back in training.”—S.C.

C. William Hetzer, western Maryland engi¬ 
neering executive, has been elected president 
of the Harford County Fair Association, which 
operates the Bel Air race track. 

Hetzer, who has also served as President of 
Baltimore Raceway for the past ten years, heads 
an entirely new slate of officers at the Harford 
County track. 

Irving Blum was named Vice-President, and 
Emanuel Gorfine, Baltimore attorney, was 
elected Secretary-Treasurer. 

Elected to the Board of Directors were Het¬ 
zer, Blum, Gorfine, Samuel H. Hoffberger, John 
P. Pons, H. Kemp Mitchell and Jerold C. Hoff¬ 
berger. 

Bel Air will hold its 13-day race meet from 
August 12 through August 26 this year. The 
Harford County track will have a 13-day meet 
instead of the traditional 12 days, since a 
racing day, lost in I960 because of a hurricane, 
will be carried over. 

The annual Harford County Fair will be 
conducted from August 2 to August 5 this 
year at the Bel Air grounds. 

Baltimore Trotting Races, Inc., operators of 
the Baltimore Raceway, purchased controlling 
interest in the Harford County Fair Association 
from the Polan brothers—Bernie, Alvin and 
Joe.

Racing Bills Die 

Efforts to free the clogged hopper of rac¬ 
ing bills (Maryland Horse, April 1961) failed 
when the 1961 Maryland General Assembly 
adjourned without acting on the major Turf 
bills. A special subcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means and Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittees, whose mission it was to fashion some 
order out of the conflicting measures, could 
not make any appreciable headway in the time 
allotted it. 

At least for the time being, the five-month 
study of Maryland racing by the Racing Com¬ 
mittee goes for nought. The Legislative Coun¬ 
cil will take another long look at its patient 
and is expected to make a diagnosis before 
the 1962 session of the Maryland General As¬ 
sembly convenes.—J. B. H., Jr.

To Scholarship Committee 

Three nationally-known sportswriters, Ray 
Ayres of United Press International, Nelson 
Fisher of the San Diego Union and Edgar 
C. ’Doc” Greene of the Detroit News, have 
accepted the invitation of E. E. Dale Shaffer, 
president of the Thoroughbred Racing Asso¬ 
ciations, to serve on the 1961 TRA-Grant- 
land Rice Scholarship Committee to select the 
recipient of the $10,000 four-year scholarship 
at Vanderbilt University, alma mater of the 
late, great sports journalist.

Morris, John G. Celia and James D. Stewart, 
all past presidents of the TRA, and Fred 
Russell, sports editor of the Nashville Banner, 
who acts as ex-officio member of the panel, 
will meet with Vanderbilt University officers 
at Nashville, Tennessee, on May 9 to choose 
the sixth winner of the all-expense scholarship. 

Charles "Chuck” Nord of Wappinger Falls, 
N. Y., the first winner, was graduated last 
year. Those in attendance are Tom Templin 
of Lexington, Ky., now in his senior y^r; 
Larry Daughtrey of Abilene, Texas, a junior; 


Roy Blount, Jr., of Decatur, Georgia, sopho¬ 
more; and Kim Chapin of Bay City, Michi¬ 
gan, a freshman. Tlie scholarship was created 
to honor the memory of Grantland Rice and 
to discover, educate and train young men who 
want to become sportswriters. 

The scholarship provides $1,800 annually 
for four years to cover expenses at school. It 
also provides $500 each year for summer em¬ 
ployment. 

Applications for the scholarship close on 
December 15 of each year and should be made 
directly to James L. Buford, Director of Ad¬ 
missions at the Vanderbilt University College 
of Arts and Sciences. Dean Buford screens the 
top ten and the final choice is made by the 
committee.

Among the busiest of Maryland’s horse 
doctors is Dr. Robert A. Leonard, chief veter¬ 
inarian of the Maryland Racing Commission 
and manager and part owner of the Glade Val¬ 
ley Farm in Walkersville. 

During the 180 days when racing is con¬ 
ducted in Maryland the 37-year-old native 
Cincinnatian is at the track between 8 a.rn. 
and 5 p.m. With the assistance of Drs. Frank 
M. Keller and Davie L. Paice, he examines the 
racing soundness of horses entered to run each 
day. Since Glade Valley is operated as a com¬ 
mercial breeding and boarding farm, there are 
hours before 8 and after 5 when he is called 
upon to assist a mare in her delivery and at¬ 
tend the sick. 

When there isn’t any racing in Maryland, 
Dr. Leonard busies himself half the day at the 
farm, where he lives with his wife and daugh¬ 
ter. The rest of his time he spends simply as 
a practicing veterinarian. His work may take 
him to Charles Town, Delaware Park or any 
of the breeding farms throughout the State. 

Dr. Leonard, a serious man with a deep in¬ 
terest in domestic and foreign bloodstock, 
graduated from Ohio State University, P^^^ 
ticed veterinary medicine in Ohio one year an 
has been active in Maryland the past ten years. 

Prior to his affiliation with Glade Valley, 
the husky blue-eyed veterinarian with balding 
blond hair had a small farm in Taney town 
where he boarded a few horses. One of his 
clients was Col. H. B. Marcus, president of the 
Consolidated Steamship Company, of Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. Six years ago Marcus purchased 
Glade Valley from the estate of the late W. L. 
Brann, who bred and raced Challedon (Horse 
of the Year in 1939 and 1940), and Gallorette, 
one of the greatest mares ever produced in this 
country. 

Marcus’ steamship interests dictated he spend 
more time in the city, and Dr. Leonard wished 
to expand his farm responsibilities. Together 
with Jack 1. Bender, president of the Blake 
Construction Com|^ny, one of the nation s 
largest builders, with offices in Washington, 
Dr. Leonard and Colonel Marcus in January, 
I960, became equal shareholders in a corpora¬ 
tion controlling Glade Valley.

On the 150 acres of the fenced and cross 
fenced farm, noted for its limestone base and 
excellent quality soil, there are five barns with 
approximately 75 box stalls and 20 paddocks 
of varying sizes. Dr. Leonard emphasizes that 
the farm is well adapted to handle horses in 
need of rehabilitation. 

The stallions Martins Rullah, Alerted, The 
Pincher, Navy Brass and * Speedy d’Arca are 
quartered at Glade Valley as well as twelve 
well-bred young mares. Martins Rullah, a 6- 
year-old by *Nasruliah out of Shy Katie by 
Roman, was a $60,000 yearling purchase. He 
won over $100,000, and his victories included 
the Experimental and Lawrence Realization. He 
served 23 mares in his initial season of I960 
and has a full book of 34 this year. Navy Brass 
raced for Robert Stofberg and Lou Pondfield 
and won the Philadelpnia Turf Handicap. 
* Speedy d’Arca was injured in training and 
never raced. His first foals are now yearlings. 

Sale of yearlings is the farm’s main source 
of revenue but Glade Valley also is getting 
started in the importation of horses for sale. 
Dr. Leonard has attended racing in most of the 
British Isles and the Continent and knows 
most of the European bloodlines. 

For many years Dr. Leonard and his wife 
showed jumpers and hunters in the show rings 
all around the country but principally in the 
middle-West. Horses have been a lifelong in-^ 
terest to Dr. Leonard. "It’s been one of those 
progressive things,” he said. "Pony, hunter, 
jumper, the show ring and finally the race 
horse.”

C N. Bliss Jr.’s Go Bid Go captured the 
59th running of the Grand National point-to- 
point at Butler on April 22. 

James Hruska, who a week earlier won the 
My Lady’s Manor with Bally Guy, brought the 
8 -year-old gelding home a half-length winner 
in the 18-fence race. 

Janon Fisher Jr.’s Mountain Dew was sec¬ 
ond over E. H. Bennett’s Flying Club. 

A casualty of the three-mile race was H. 
Robertson Fenwick’s Fluctuate. He pulled up 
lame after completing only eight fences. 

Fluctuate, winner of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup in both 1959 and I960, last year won the 
Grand National from Theodoric and Sagahash. 

The Western Run Plate, an annual com¬ 
panion feature to the Grand National, was not 
run this year because of a paucity of entrants. 

Eight horses started in the Grand National, 
and the winner. Go Bid Go, was not among 
the favorites. In fact, the Psychic Bid gelding 
had never before won a race over timber. 

But with Hruska rating him in third posi¬ 
tion during the early stages. Go Bid Go moved 
to the lead at the seventeenth fence. He then 
held off Mountain Dew in a thrilling stretch 
-duel. 

Mountain Dew, ridden by Janon Fisher 3d, 
outfinished Flying Cub by a length. Benjamin 
H. Griswold 3d’s Enniskerry was fourth. 

Bally Guy Wins Manor 

John D. Schapiro, president of the Laurel 
race track, gained his first Maryland point-to- 
point victory with Bally Guy in the My Lady s 
Manor on April 15. 

The Irish-bred jumper was ridden by James 
Hruska. 

Bally Guy won in a driving finish from 
Hurdy Gurdy, owned and ridden by Kingdon 
Gould. Mrs. William D. Hail’s Full Stop was 
third, a head behind the runner-up. 

The John Rush Street Memorial, companion 
feature on the two-race Manor program, was 
won by John K. Jenney’s Take A Nip. Mar¬ 
shall Jenney rode the 7-year-old gelding. 

Take A Nip scored by a neck over Mrs. H. 
Nelson Slater Jr.’s Red Alan. 
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Lochinvar Dies At Country Life 

Lochinvar, senior citizen in the Country Life 
Farm stud barn, died of an apparent stroke on 
April 12. The 22-year-old son of Case Ace—

Barbara Handicap.

mare, Correo. Winner of one race at two, he 
had won twice at Fair Grounds this year before 
coming to Laurel. In the Louisiana Derby he 
was fifth to Bass Clef, making up ten lengths 
after being last in the field of fourteen. 

William J. Resseguet, trainer of Orleans 
Doge, missed his charges major victory. He 
had returned home to New Orleans to attend 
the funeral of his father. 

Orleans Doge ran the nine furlongs in 
1:50 4/5 to collect the winner’s share of 
$18,980. His late speed may have earned him 
a starting berth in the Kentucky Derby. 

Wilwyn Handicap 

Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes You Will, winner 
of the Campbell and Carter Handicaps last 
year, was the great attraction for many parti¬ 
sans in Laurel’s Wilwyn Handicap, April 8, 
but a maestro named Mozart called the favor¬ 
ite’s tune, winning in new track-record time. 
Owned by J. S. Kroese and trained by S. J. 
Smith, Mozart, a dark bay or brown 4-year-old 


English-bred, had been racing quite well in 
Forida, though he had run under a $15,000 
claiming tag at Hialeah. By Alycidon, leading 
sire in England and Ireland in 1955, and out 
of the Stardust mare, Candida, Mozart was 
bred by the noted English turf authority, Phil 
Bull. Making his American bow at Hialeah, he 
was twice second at that track, it requiring 
new time records for a mile and a sixteenth to 
beat him, however. 

The Wilwyn was at this same distance, also 
on the grass. Mozart overcame a lack of racing 
room and the forfeiture of ground to come 
from well oft the pace and win by three parts 
of a length. Greentree’s Eurasia was second 
after being in contention much of the way. 
Mozart’s stablemate. Civic Guard, was third. 

Yes You Will, twice deprived of victory by 
the Fates in earlier sallies, was sent to the 
front early. He and Shoestring Stable’s Ashlar 
went at it hammer-and-tongs, and this, together 
with top-weight of 124 pounds, took its toll 
in the stretch. The favorite finished fifth. 

Robert E. Corle had the mount on Mozart, 
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which had raced in both En^and and France 
before being imported to this country. In the 
U. S. Mozart has started 8 times, won three, 
being second twice and third once, earning 
$28,251. 

Lightly rigged at 108 pounds, he set a new 
course record (1:41 3/5) in the race named 
in honor of another English-bred colt, Wilwyn, 
winner of the first running of the Washington, 
D. C. International. 

Capitol Handicap 

Featured attraction of the opening-day pro¬ 
gram of Laurel's Golden Anniversary meeting 
was the Capitol Handicap, first of six stakes 
to be presented at the 28-day spring meeting. 
The Capitol, having its 41st renewal, was con¬ 
tested over a muddy track. Nine lined up for 
the $10,000-added feature for 3-year-olds and 
up at six furlongs. Mrs. W. C. Wrights Moon 
Shot, winner of the Burch Memorial at Bowie, 
came from off Charlie Boy’s pace to register 
a length victory. W. E. Bridgeforth s Bonus 
finished second, a head in front of the early 
pacemaker. 

Moon Shot, trained by Morris H. Dixon, Sr., 
is a 5-year-old son of the Kentucky Derby 
winner Jet Pilot, from War Relic's daughter. 
Moon Relic. He was one of Jockey Herberto 
Hinojosa’s five winners on the program. 

Moon Shot toured the distance in 1:12 2/5 
over a muddy track. Carrying top weight of 
116 pounds, the gelding was scoring as the 
popular choice. Unraced at two. Moon Shot 
gained his first stakes win this year at five, 
when he won the Burch. His record: 32 starts, 
8 wins, 8 seconds, 6 thirds and $55,764. After 
coming off Trainer Dixon’s Pennsylvania farm 
to open his 5-year-old season auspiciously by 
winning the Burch, he was second to his stable- 
mate Mystic II in the Southern Maryland, 
third to the dead-heating pair of Idolater and

Road House in the Bowie Handicap, and fifth 
to Pied d’Or in the Paumonok at Aqueduct. 

The publicized match race (under handicap 
conditions) between a 1911 Ford Torpedo, a 
foot-runner, and a horse, had to be postponed 
due to track conditions. Held the following 
Saturday, the event was won quite handily by 
the foot-runner, Jim Ruckert, of the University 
of Maryland coaching staff. The race was a 
revival of an event which “packed the stands” 
at Laurel’s 1911 inaugural. 

Campbell Handicap 

Much of the color of the $100,000 Camp¬ 
bell Handicap, March 25, was lost when Juan 
d’Agostino’s flashy gray Tudor Way was 
grounded in Miami by air turbulence, but the 
18,075 fans who journeyed to Bowie to witness 
Maryland’s richest handicap saw a horse race 
well worth the prize. 

A field of fifteen lined up before Starter 
Eddie Blind, Gus Ring’s Don Poggio, weighted 
on the basis on his form last fall in much 
longer races, carried 124 pounds, and was the 
starting highweight and favorite. Breaking 
from No. 13, the Argentine was slow to get 
underway and did not find his best stride until 
the race had been lost. 

Despite the size of the field, the Campbell 
soon narrowed itself down to a two-horse race 
between Jerome Derenzo’s April Skies and 
Bruce S. Campbell’s Conestoga. Though a 
sprinter of the first water, April Skies was 
just a step or two beyond his tether in this 
company at the weights. Taking the lead soon 
after the start, he did not succumb to Cones¬ 
toga until reaching the shadow of the wire. 
He was giving the winner nine pounds (120- 
111) in the mile-and-a-sixteenth test timed 
in a moderate 1:45 2/5 on a fast track. 

Conestoga, purchased by his owner last Sep¬ 
tember from C. Mahlon Kline, and turned over 
to Trainer Eddie Yowell in December, pressured 
April Skies and wore him down to win by three- 
quarters of a length. It was the second con¬ 
secutive Campbell won by a son of Rough’n 
Tumble, a former resident of the stud barn 
at the O’Farrell Brothers’ Windy Hills Farm, 
Westminster. Last year’s Campbell was won 
by Mrs. Edith L. Price’s Yes You Will. The 
owners of both winners live within a few 
miles of each other. 

Conestoga is an attractive though not pre¬ 
possessing 4-year-old son of Rough’n Tumble 
—Ruddy Belle, by Errard, bred by Ocala Stud 
at its Florida farm on May 13, 1957. He was 
sold as a 2-year-old to Kline for $14,000. It 
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was in the latter’s colors that Conestoga won 
the Seashore Stakes and Ventnor Turf, King 
Neptune and Atlantic City Handicaps before 
being sold to Campbell for a price reported 
to be $100,000. 

Mr. Campbell, who retired from active day- 
by-day management of Harry S. Campbell 
Sons’ Corp. in January after 53 years’ service 
to the family firm, has been active in Maryland 
Thoroughbred affairs for many years. A former 
direaor of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association and former president of the 
Maryland-Delaware-Charles Town division of 
the HBPA, he was the driving force behind 
the establishment of the Ocala Stud Syndicate 
in January, 1956. The rapid rise of the Ocala, 
Florida area, in general, and Ocala Stud, in 
particular, is perhaps without precedent in 
Am.erican horse-breeding. 

Today Ocala Stud ranks as the most success¬ 
ful commercial breeding farm in the country. 
Last year there were 186 mares bred to Ocala 
stallions and 82 mares foaled on the 826-acre 
property. Ninety-two yearlings were broken 
and prepared for racing at Ocala in I960. 

A majority of Marylanders formed the syn¬ 
dicate that was to put Ocala on the breeding 
map, but Campbell has observed, "You can say 
that 89 per cent of Ocala’s success is directly 
attributable to a Marylander from Carroll 
County—Joe O’Farrell.’’ 

Campbell has been breeding horses since 
1940. The Campbell Handicap won by Cones¬ 
toga was by all odds the Marylander’s most 
important success, but we have seen him elated 
to win a $1,000 race at Timonium with one of 
his home-breds from Windy Hills. He won the 
Fountain of Youth with Ram o’ War in 1950 
but that colt had the misfortune to come along 
in the same year as the great Native Dancer. 
It is to Campbell’s credit that he was sportsman 
enough to send Ram o’ War out after Native 


Dancer time and again, long after other owners 
had given up the chase. 

Campbell and his wife Virginia (Mrs. 
Campbell races under the name of Tally-Ho 
Stable, after the name of the road that makes 
up their Lutherville address) have been very 
active in the bloodstock market in recent 
months. Mrs. Campbell purchased the good 
mare Happy Princess (*Princequillo—Too 
Sunny, by Sun Again) for $50,000 last sum¬ 
mer as a prospective mate for Rough’n Tum¬ 
ble. Early in I960 Mrs. Campbell acquired 
My Old Flame, a half-sister to the 1959 cham¬ 
pion juvenile filly. My Dear Girl, but the 
stakes-winning filly died before her star had 
attained its full brilliance. 

Conestoga is the headliner in the Campbell 
stable. He won the Green Valley Handicap at 
Gulfstream Park on March 15 (ten days before 
the Campbell) in time only two-fifths of a 
second slower than the world turf record for 
1 1/16 miles. Jockey Roy L. Gilbert, who was 
to be killed in a tragic spill at Aquedua only 
a few weeks hence, rode Conestoga in both 
the Green Valley and Campbell. After the 
latter race the colt’s record read: 33 starts, 
10 wins, 8 seconds, 6 thirds and $187,834. 
He has won stakes in each of his three seasons. 

Prince George's 

Might is Right, a name that sounds as if it 
might be affixed to one of Isidor Bieber’s 
horses, staged a mild upset in winning the 
$10,000-added Prince George’s Stakes, final 
added-money race of the Bowie meeting. The 
Prince Georges, a six-furlong stakes restricted 
to 3-year-olds foaled in Maryland, however, was 
won by a colt bred and owned by W. Taylor 
Leatherbury, of Craftwell Farm, Shady Side. 

Might is Right, a brown colt by Bluie 
West—Elgeoan, by Shut Out, was headed by

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Affectionate and Jeune Occupy coming out of 
the gate, but soon asserted the authority that 
was to carry him to a clear-cut IVi-length 
victory. Crowdus Baker's Prince Mercury, sold 
by Breeder Alan T. Clarke for a reported 
$17,500 early this year, was crowded at the 
break but got up to be second, a half-length 
before Dr. John A. Hoy’s Affectionate, which 
finished third. 

King T. Leatherbuiy, 28-year-old trainer 
who conditions the six-horse stable of his 
father, was posting the first stakes success of 
his brief career. A graduate of the University 
of Maryland, he took out a trainer’s license 
in 1958, saddling his first winner, at Sunshine 
Park, that season. 

■Veteran Jockey Marion Haycock rode Might 
is Right in the Prince George’s. The victory 
was achieved in 1:12 1/5 over a fast track. 

Bluie West, sire of the winner, is a 10-year- 
old son of Our Boots—Sarabelle, by *Phara- 
mond II, which stands at Craftwell. Might is 
Right is from his third crop of foals. The dam, 
Elgeoan, has had one other foal to race. Bay 
Hornet, a full brother to Might is Right. The 
latter showed this record after the Prince 
George’s: 8 starts, 2 wins, 2 seconds and 
$11,685.

A1 has held positions at the Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans, Wheeling Downs in West Vir¬ 
ginia, tracks in New England, and the hunt 
meetings; but he has preferred to stay at home 
in Maryland where until a few years ago he 
had his foxhounds and a horse or two on his 
place.

This bill, 
strongly backed by Maryland horsemen, was 
the only racing measure to pass the recent 
session of the Legislature. The new law be¬ 
comes effective next month.

tributed could not be charged off as an item of ex¬ 
pense. It had to be included in the net revenue on 
which the tracks pay fifteen percent. That situation 
continues. 

Through legislation enacted in 1937, an effort was 
made to establish the fairs on a different financial 
basis, and to concentrate, generally, in having one 
major fair that would serve to put the agricultural 
pursuits in Maryland on a basis they deserved. Lack 
of money in sufficient amounts remains a deterring 
influence. The Commission does not believe that the 
tracks are doing their full duty by the State in limit¬ 
ing their interest to racing. It is particularly desirous 
of having each track contribute $5,000 for general 
agricultural and breeding purposes, $4,000 of which 
shall be paid to the Maryland State Fair Board and 
$1,000 to the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, 
which is operating along lines helpful to racing. 

The Commission refuses to consider favorably the 
increase in the mutuel charge as a method of provid¬ 
ing means whereby any track may protect its present 
dividends or increase the amount paid to stockholders. 
This increased mutuel charge has been considered 
with the idea of providing money that can be used in 
improving the racing, in aiding agriculture and in 
providing a revenue for needed improvements, in 
some instances too long delayed. 

With this understanding—improved racing, needed 
plant improvements, and aid to agriculture—the 
Commission approves the petition as presented; that 
is, an increase of one percent by the mutuel depart¬ 
ment and the increase so authorized will be in effect 
beginning with the opening of the Harford Agricul¬ 
tural and Breeders’ Association, at Havre de Grace, 
on September I6th, and to continue for such time 
as the Commission feels that the increase in revenue 
is being used in accordance with the understanding 
herein outlined. 

Since the benefits from the increased ’’take” are 
available from the moment it is put in effect, the 
Commission sees no reason why steps should not be 
taken immediately to fulfill the conditions under 
which it is given.
